• of the council. • They- were taken 
in' and -given the support of the 
affiliated crafts, and support was 
liadly needed as a good part of 
the brick work in the city was be- 


- ing done by non-union men. Af- 


ter they affiliated the work was 
given to union bricklayers, 
'bricklayers were given all

support possible by the affiliated 
crafts, but were never called on 
to give support /to any 
praft, 


(with thei exception of a small job 
on Front street) until asked to do 
so on the Qar1icl3 school building. 


At that time I went 
on the 


liuilding and had a talk with Jlr. 
Lowther, stating what my purpose 
was-' in coming there. Mr. Low- 
ther and I then went upon the 
roof where the bricklayers were 
working and had a talk with the 
foreman. I stated to him that we 
could not get the difficulty in re- 
gard to the plumbers' trouble ad- 
justed and it would be necessary 
for all crafts to leave the build- 
ing. He told me that the brick- 
layers could not be pulled off the 
job because the international or- 
ganization would 
not 
compel 


them to do so. That the only way 
tliey could be pulled off was 
by 


international 
arbitration, which 


of course would take weeks to ac- 
complish. 


1 told him that no mention o£ 


intmiatiomil arbitration had been 
made by the bricklayers when 
they affiliated with the council, 
hut they bad agreed to live up to 
the rules, one of those rules was 
1hat.no member of the affiliated | from the job. 


looked at the work and found his 
statements to be true. I asked hin 
how many courses of brick 
would be necessary to put on anc 
he said five. I agreed to this an< 
went to the steward and informec 
him tjiat they were to make the 
cornice safe and 'then come off. !

coming off. 


All crafts came off the.building 


and were off several days, when 
Mr. Lowther sent for me to come 
over to his house. I went over 
and he asked me if the non-union 
plumberS' came off the job if the 
union men would go back 
to 


work. I informed him they would 
be glad to do so. The 
plumbers 


came off the building and all un- 
ion men went back to work. 


A few days later Mr. Joekel, 


one of the officers of the brick- 
layers' union 
from 
Cleveland, 


came in here, and called a special 
melting of the bricklayers' local 
and requested me to be present 
and state what caused the trou- 
ble on the Garflcld school build- 
ng, which I -did. . 


Mr. Joekel. said he. believed the 


journeymen plumbers were in the 
•ight and should be 
supported, 


mt he did think-he should have 
ieen notified of the trouble before 
he bricklayers came off but as ev- 
rybodv was back at work it was 
ill right anyhow, and asked that 
u case of trouble at the school 
milding again to notify him

vithin twenty-four hours at least, 
nd I promised him I would do so.

The Board of County Commissioners of anyVounty

power to construct a public road by laying out and building a DPU. 
road, or by improving, reconstructing, or repairing and cxisiintr 
public road or part thereof by grading, paving , draining, 
dra». 


ging, graveling, macadamizing, resurfacing or applying dust pre. 
ventives, or by otherwise improving the same. 


The filing of a petition signed by at least fifty-one per cent of 


the land or lot owners, residents of a county, who are" to be spec- 
ially taxed'or assessed for'said improvement, with the board of 
county commissioners, will make it compulsory for the 
rommis- 


sioners to act within sixty days. 


The county commissioners may, with the presentation of a pp. 


tition, take the necessary steps to construct, improve or repair a 
public road or a part thereof upon the passage of a resolution hv 
unanimous vote declaring a necessity therefor. 


For the purpose of providing by taxation a fund for the pay. 


ment of the counties portion of the cost and expenses of construct. 
ing, improving, maintaining, dragging, and repairing roads 
th* 


county commissioners are authorized to levy a tax not exceedm^ 
two mills upon each dollar of the taxable property of 
the 
said 


county. Said levy shall be in addition to all other levies author- 
ized by law for road purposes, but subject to the limitation on 
the combined maximum rate for all taxes now in force. 


The county commissioners may let. the work as a whole or in 


convenient sections as may be determined. They shall award the 
contract to the lowest and best bidder.

commissioner; 


shall require a contractor to execute a bond payable to the Style 
of Ohio.

In Kentucky Home 


With a bullet hole through the head and brains oozing out, the 


dead body of -Raymond Helterbrand, aged 25, was found near the 
cistern in the yard of his home at Cedar Leaf, Ky., opposite Man- 
chester, 0., at 12 o'clock Friday night by his wife.

The Board of County Commissioners of any county havo 


power to construct a public road by laying out and building a. new 
road, or by 
improving, * reconstructing, or repairing aud existing 


public road, or part thereof by grading, paving .draining, drag- 
ging, graveling, maeadamiziiig, resurfacing or applying dust pre- 
ventives, or by otherwise improving the same. 


The filing of a petition signed by at least fifty-one per cent of 


the land or lot owners', residents of a county,,who are to be spec- 
ially tased or assessed for said improvement, with the board 
of 


county commissioners, will make it compulsory for the commis- 
sioners, to act withfn sixty days. 


the county commissioners may, with the presentation of a pe- 


tition, take the necessary steps to construct, improve or repair a 
public road or a part thereof upon the passage of a resolution by 
unanimous vote declaring a necessity therefor. 


For the purpose of providing by taxation a'fund for the pay- 


ment of the counties portion of the cost and expenses of construct- 
ing, improving, maintaining, dragging, and repairing roads 
the 


county commissioners are authorized to levy a tax not exceeding 
two mills upon each dollar of the taxable property of 
the said 


county. Said levy shall be in addition to all other' levies author- 
ized by law for road purposes, but subject to the limitation on 
the combined maximum rate lot al! taxes now in force. 


The county commissioners may let the work as a whole or in 


convenient sections as may be determined. They shall award the 
contract to the lowest and best 'bidder. 


Before entering into a contract 
the county commissioners 


shall require a contractor to execute a bond payable to the State 
of Ohio. Such bond shall be conditioned for the payment of all ma- 
terial and labor furnished for or used in the construction o£ the 
road for which such (ioiitract ia made. 


The board of county commissioners may extend a 
proposed 


road improvement into or through a municipality when the con- 
sent of the council of said municipality has been tirst obtained, and 
such consent shall be evidenced by the proper Ictrislation of the 
council of said municipality 
en-tcrod upon its record. 


The council of the municipality must approve such plans, spec- 


ifications, profiles, cross-sections and estimates, and stich 
council 


may enter into agreement with the board of county commissioners 
as to the part of the estimated cost and expenses of said improve- 
ment that is to he paid by the municipality.

The county highway superintendent shall creel and maintain 


at the cross roads, on inter-county and main market roads, suita- 
ble sign posts of a design to he prescribed and 
provided 
byl the 


stale highway commissioner, showing the names of the roads and 
the direction and distance to nearby villages and cities, 


The highway superintendent shall build a substantial fence at > 


least four and one-half feet high and painted white on the open 
side of all winding grades of at least four per cent. 


The county highway superintendent, under the direction of , 


the state highway commissioner, shall provide for the 
mainten- 


ance and repair of the roads of the county, under such system a« 
may be determined expedient, so that each section of the 
high- 


ways of the county shall be under proper supervision and be

fectively and economically improved, maintained and'repaired,

The county commissioner may purchase such 
machinery 
or 


other equipment for construction, improvement, 
maintenance

repair of highways, bridges' and culverts under their jurisdiction,
